Placentia Chosen As 
Of Oil Leak National Model City 


YORBA LINDA — A faulty check 
valve was blamed for the thirty 
foot geyser of oil which erupted at 
a Shell Oil Company well north of 
Imperial Highway near 
Bastanchury last Wednesday 
morning, about five o'clock. 
Before the flow was cut off, about 
17,000 gallons of crude oil spilled 
over the area, through an orange 
grove on Bastanchury, and down 
Valley View Avenue to Imperial 
Highway, where it continued to 
flow through a drainage ditch for 
two blocks south of the Highway. 

Shell Oil Company immediately 
contracted for a clean up crew, 
and tons of sand were moved into 
the area and cleanup was 
completed by Thursday night. A 
small housing tract was isolated 
by the gooey mess for a few hours, 
and Bastanchury road was 
temporarily closed but fortu¬ 
nately there were no injuries.

Regarding That Old 
Bugaboo: Bursitis 

Particularly during this period of the year, that old 
bugaboo bursitis rears its ugly head to cause pain and 
suffering. 

Although many people, particularly of middle age or 
past, suffer an attack of bursitis, few are aware of exactly 
what it is. “Because it can occur in different areas of the 


body, a victim 
^ may think he 
, has arthritis, 
rheumatism or 
neuritis.' 

The pain 
may be fami¬ 
liar in all of 
these, but the 
difference lies 
Dr. Donald in the cause 
Brinkley of the pain,"' 
says Dr. Don¬ 
ald Brinkley 
of the Chiropractics Cen¬ 
ters. 



Bursitis most frequent¬ 
ly flares up in the shoulder, 
knee or elbow areas — 
which accounts for such 
terms as “housemaid's 
knee." “tennis elbow," or 
“shoulder strain." 

According to Dr. Brink- 
ley, wherever muscles, 
tendons, or joints need 
protection from friction 
or shocks, there are flat 
sacs so tiny they may not 
even show up on X-ray. 
Each tiny sac or bursa 
contains sufficient fluid 
to lubricate the area to 
prevent friction when pres¬ 
sure is applied. 

“In other words, " says 
Dr. Brinkley,, “the bursa 
can be described as na¬ 
ture's shock absorbers. 
They cushion the areas 
vulnerable to stress." 

If a bursa becomes ir¬ 
ritated due to excessive 
stress, inflammation de¬ 
velops. “ And this is what 
we call bursitis." 

Dr. Brinkley adds that 
when bursitis reaches this 
stage, pain is felt as fric¬ 
tion develops between 
the bursa walls and ten¬ 
dons and muscles, which 
are no longer cushioned 
by fluid. 


“Failure to seek proper 
treatment at this time to 
reduce the inflammation 
and start the process of 
healing. may lead to 


eventual overstretching and 
consequent rupture of the 
walls of the bursa," notes 
Dr. Brinkley. 

Bursitis can be caused 
in many ways. “An injury 
or shock can start an ir¬ 
ritation," says Dr. Brink- 
ley. “So can a sprain, 
strain, jolt or continual 
stress. Or it can be ir¬ 
ritated by unusual exercise 
or effort, or by overuse." 

What are the symptoms 
of bursitis? Dr. Brinkley 
says that usually even 
limited movement in an 
affected part is painful. 
There may be swelling and 
tenderness. At first the 
pain may be a gnawing 
ache, eventually blossom¬ 
ing into sharp and excruci¬ 
ating agony. Such simple 
acts as combing the hair, 
shaving, or putting on one's 
coat becomes difficult if 
a shoulder bursa is in¬ 
volved. Sleeping is a pain¬ 
ful process as it is hard to 
find a comfortable posi¬ 
tion. 

As far as treatment is 
concerned. Dr. Brinkley 
warns that the inflamma¬ 
tion must be reduced 
quickly and effectively. 

“And the sooner the 
better, after the first 
symptoms are noticed. If 
care is obtained when pain 
first develops there’s a 
good chance this painful 
condition can be nipped 
in the bud." 

Whatever the case, pro¬ 
per treatment is the best 
precautionary measure to 
reduce the possibility of the 
case becoming chronic and 
resulting in permanent 
disability.

Military Tax Benefits Discussed 


(This is the eighth article in 
a series on ways you can 
save on your Federal 
income tax this year. The 
articles are written by 
Henry Block, president of H 
& R Block, Inc.) 

In April 1965, Vietnam and 
adjacent waters were 
declared a “combat zone” 
for income tax purposes. 
This provides that any 
enlisted member of the 
armed forces on active duty 
in Vietnam may have his 
pay excluded from Federal 
income taxes. Comm¬ 
issioned officers may 
exclude up to $500 per 
month. The exemption 
applies for each month, or 
part of a month, in which 
the serviceman was in the 
combat zone, and one day's 
service is enough to qualify 
him for the entire month. 
This inci..des hospital time 
as a result of wounds, 
disease or injury incurred 
within the combat zone. 

In general, servicemen 
pay taxes on income they 
receive from their active 
duty pay, any lump sum 
payments when discharged 
or released to inactive duty, 
or as members of the armed 
forces academies, R.O.T.C.. 
or reserve units. They also 
owe Federal taxes on 
special pay for extra 
hazardous duty outside a 
combat zone. military 
retirement pay and all other 
miscellaneous sources of 
income. 

i FRINGE BENEFITS 
. The fact that all items 
.(.listed above are taxable to 
the member of the armed 
forces can be offset, to a 
great extent, by the fringe 
benefits available to present 
and past military personnel. 


Subsistence allowances 
and the value of lodging 
provided members of the 
armed forces, as well as 
those in the Coast Guard and 
Geodetic Survey and the 
Public Health Service, are 
tax exempt. A 
commissioned officer does 
not have to include in his 
taxable income any 
temporary lodging allow¬ 
ance he gets in addition to 
his basic quarters and 
subsistence allowances 
while he is awaiting 
assignment outside the 
continental United States. 

adaptable to general use. An 
exception would be the cost 
and maintaining of fatigue 
uniforms by servicemen on 
active duty where local 
military regulations forbid 
their off-duty wear. If the 
uniform purchase is 
deductible, then the cost of 
cleaning and maintaining it 
is also deductible. 

Reservists who buy their 
own uniforms are not repaid 
for them are allowed to 
deduct this cost, as well as 
the cost of laundry or 
cleaning of these uniforms. 
The travel expenses of a 
reservist to and from duty 
can be deducted if he is not 
reimbursed for them. 
DEDUCTIONS OF 
VETERANS 

Veterans have other 
special tax benefits. 
Pensions or similar 
payments received for 
personal injury or sickness 
resulting from active duty 
in the armed forces of any 
country are not taxable.

his disability pay will not be 
taxable to the extent that it 
does not exceed the amount 
he would get under the 
percentage of disability 
method. 

Any excess may qualify as 
“sick pay” and could be 
excluded until the veteran 
reaches normal retirement 
age. At such time as the 
normal retirement age is 
reached those amounts 
which were previously 
excluded as sick pay would 
be taxed in the same 
manner as an ordinary 
retirement pension. 

Dividends from gov¬ 
ernment service contracts, 
National Service Life 
Insurance, <!onverted War 
Risk Insurance, as well as 
State veteran’s bonuses and 
tuition and subsistence 
allowances under the G.I. 
Bill are tax-free to veterans. 

Mileage and per diem 
allowances for official 
travel can be excluded from 
a serviceman’s taxable 
income if they do not exceed 
the actual costs. Mess bills 
afloat are no longer 
deductible by naval officers 
if the ship is their 
permanent duty station. 
However, if they are 
assigned to temporary duty 
on a ship away from their 
home port, then mess bills 
could be deductible. 

A serviceman can deduct 
his costs of insignia, cap 
devices, chin straps, and 
similar items for his 
uniform. However, he 
cannot deduct the costs of 
any regulation uniforms he 
buys if these are available 
to him as a government 
issue. Normally military 
personnel cannot deduct the 
costs of their uniforms 
proper since they are
